I thou ght I wou ld write y ou a brief 
description of one of the worst bliz­ 
zards that ev er v isited the eastern 
part of Montana. 
Stock men here say 
it has had bu t few' eq u als since the 
memorable winter of ‘86 which is a 
m atter of history . 
The morning of 
March 21st dawned clear with a mild 
east wind, strangely 
su ggestiv e 
of 
the comming spring; bu t as the su n 
rose higher it gradu ally became ob­ 
scu red by a heav y v apor that seemed 
to be ju st drifting throu gh the air, 
and which finally formed into a heav y 
clou d that seemed to be no higher than 
the tops of y ou r ordinary ' forest trees. 
At abou t fou r o’clock in the-ev ening 
a light snow began to fall and there 
were occasional gu sts of wind which 
sent it w hirling ov er the plains. 
Of cou rse I thou ght I had witnessed 
a real blizzard, bu t I afterwards learn­ 
ed that there is no law to define the 
lim it of the so-called blizzard. 
As 
night adv anced 
the wind 
changed 
arou nd to the north-east and attained 
a v elocity that wou ld be something 
difficu lt to describe. 
The long stretch 
of cou ntry from here far u p into the 
British possessions, offers bu t little 
resistance to the wind u ntil it reaches 
a range of high hills abou t sev en miles 
sou thwest 
of 
here k nown as 
the 
“ Div ide,” between the Missou ri and 
Yellowstone riv ers, and here it de­ 
posits great q u antities of snow ; some­ 
times the great depth of from twenty 
to thirty -fiv e feet of snow wilt be 
reached on the northern slope of this 
“ D iv ide,” and from a snow fall of 
not more than eight inches, especially 
if there is an old cru sted snow already 
on the grou nd as there was at this 
time. 
By the nex t morning the storm had 
reached its worst, and u nless a per­ 
son is endowed with a v ery fertile 
imagination, he cou ld not _ev en form 


an approx imate idea of the immense 
proportion to which these blizzards a t­ 
tain. We seemed to be completely shu t 
in 
from the remainder of the world, 
not being able to see more than fifty 
y ards distant. 
The roar of the wind 
wou ld remind one of a train of empty 
box -care 
coasting down-grade, and I 
wou ld lik e to say right here that y ou r 
modern dwellings back there, thou ght 
conv enient in ev ery respect, wou ld 
scarcely be able to resist the high pres­ 
su re which these winds wou ld bring to 
bear u pon them, bu t the low roofed 
dwellings of 
the 
ranchmen 
here, 
which are v ery primitiv e, offer bu t 
little resistance to the wind, and are 
abu ndantly able to afford mu ch com­ 
fort du ring the worst blizzards. 
The second morning of the storm 
fou nd sev eral large drifts piled abou t 
ou r y ard, bu t as a ru le they did not 
last long, for the wind wou ld cu t 
them ou t and carry them on; range 
cattle that feed u pon these plains by 
the thou sands drifted past ou r ranch 
occasionally on their way to the break s 
of the *4 Bad Lands. ’ ’ 
They seemed to 
be 
completely plastered 
ov er with 
snow, and holding their heads down 
low they were slowly mak ing their 
way throu gh the deep drifts. 
At 
10 o’clock of the third day 
the w ind calmed down, the su n came 
ou t, and the storm was ov er. 
Now 
in all fairness I shou ld state that a 
blizzard has no terrors for the av erage 
ranchman. 
Natu re has prov ided an 
abu ndant su pply of coal all throu gh 
this cou ntry , and as it is free for the 
digging, there is no reason for any one 
to su ffer with cold for lack of fu el. 
You ng cattle and sheep are k ept u p, 
shedded, and well fed throu gh the 
worst weather, and u nless there is an 
u nu su ally sev ere 
winter the great 
herds of range cattle come ou t in the 
spring in v ery good shape and with 
small loss, so y ou see the worst fea­ 
tu res of a blizzard can be greatly 
ameliorated by a stu died preparation.

Indications are that the wheat crop 
in Ru sh cou nty will be the poorest 
that has been seen for a nu mber of 
y ears. 
In many places there is hardly any 
thing left to indicate that wheat had 
been sown, and the late wheat is fro­ 
zen badly and the remainder washed 
ou t by the recent heav y down pou r 
of rain. 
That part of the crop which was pu t 
in early is a little better bu t a conser­ 
v ativ e estimate by some 
Ru shv ille 
men, who hav e been all 
ov er the 
cou nty ^is that the crop in this cou nty 
will hardly av erage twenty per cent. 
Col. E. H. Wolfe, who came from 
the northern part of the State, last 
week , say s the 
prospects 
in other 
cou nties that he saw is no better, bu t 
the prediction of the State Statistician 
this week that the crop wou ld av erage 
60 per cent, wou ld indicate that the 
conditions here are abou t the most 
u nfav orable in the State. 
Mu ch of the land that was planted 
in wheat last fall will be plowed u p 
and planted in other crops on accou nt 
of the failu re of wheat this y ear. 
Re­ 
ports from the towns hip assessors that 
are coming to State Statistician John­ 
son show that from one-fou rth to one- 
half the wheat » ('reage will be aband­ 
oned, that the fanner may cov er his 
losses in other grains. 
So poor is 
wheat in some localities that the y ield 
will not be more than 10 per cent, of 
the normal. 
Reports from 297 townships ou t of 
1015 townships, and eighty -sev en ou t 
of ninety -two cou nties show that there 
is little hope for wheat this y ear. Ou t 
of six ty -fiv e cou nties, 153 townships 
show a condition indicating a harv est 
of 60 per cent, of the normal. 
Sev ­ 
enty -sev en 
townships ou t of 
fifty 
cou nties show a 
harv est of 7 0 per 
cent., and forty -sev en townships ou t 
of forty -sev en cou nties, a harv est of 
80 per cent. 
Only elev en townships 
and elev en cou nties show the condi­ 
tion to be g(x x i. Ke|)orts from Jasper, 
Benton and White cou nties show that 
practically no wheat was planted in 
these cou nties this y ear. 
Ex perience 
has shown the fanners there that wheat 
is not a profitable crop, and they hav e 
sown their lands in something else. 
Mr. Johnson is hopefu l that condi­ 
tions du ring the remainder of spring 
will be su ch that the wheat w ill de­ 
v elop as mu ch as possible. 
Last y ear 
at this time the wheat crop cou ld not 
hav e look ed more promising, bu t the 
heav y rains spoiled it. 
Two y ears 
ago, the ou tlook 
was 
as poor as 
it is now, bu t with the most fav or­ 
able weather a fair liarv est was gath­ 
ered. 
Mr. Johnson attribu tes the failu re 
of the wheat crop to the fact that the 
wheat went into w inter in a had con­ 
dition. 
In early fall the weather was 
su ch that the wheat dev eloped well. 
When the weather grew cold, u nac­ 
companied by snow, the wheat su f­ 
fered. 
Febru ary , with its alternating 
freezing and thawing, did mu ch to 
damage the wheat. 
After the snow 
tiiat had cov ered wheat all winter 
melted, there was a su dden freezing, 
and the blades of wheat were cau ght 
in the ice. 
Had the water had time 
to ru n off the wheat fields the crop 
wou ld not hav e 
been 
damaged so 
mu ch. 
Unless the weather gets fav orable 
for the planting of crops immediately , 
the loss in Ru sh cou nty will be thou s­ 
ands of dollars, inasmu ch as the time 
for planting of potatoes, corn and 
other crops is u pon u s and the farmers 
are u nable to proceed with their work . 
Following the rq ports of the Indiana 
statistician, showing the bad condi­ 
tions, comes the report from Washing­ 
ton, which throws fu rther light on the 
situ ation. 
A dispatch from Washing­ 
ton say s: 
The monthly report of the chief of 
the Bu reau of Statistics of the De­ 
partment of Agricu ltu re will show the 
av erage condition of winter wheat on 
April 1 to hav e been 7 6 .5 , against 97 .3

According to an estim ate m ade to­ 
day by Chairm an O’Brien over 8 00 del­ 
egates have already been selected to 
the state convention May 12, and that 
less than 100 are for W. Randolph 
H earst. 
Over at the H earst headq uar­ 
ters at the Clay pool hotel a far differ­ 
ent estim ate is presented. 
His repre­ 
sentatives declare that they are break ­ 
ing even and that they expeot to do 
better right along. 
There will be 
1,547 delegates in the Dem ocratic con­ 
vention, which is more than the Re­ 
publicans will have. 
The Republican 
convention will have 1,48 8 delegates. 
The apportionm ent was the sam e in 
both calls, but the D em ocrats selected 
their delegates according to the vote 
of 19 00, while the Republicans are go­ 
ing according to the vote of 19 02, an 
off y ear when it was much below nor­ 
mal. 
The estim ate of O’Brien that 
over 8 00 delegates have beeen selected 
is surprising, as it was the general 
supposition that less than half that 
num ber had been named. 


The intim ate friends of Jerom e Herff 
of Peru, the well-k nown Dem ocratic 
politician who ran twice for state 
treasurer, were considerably am used 
at a report unw ittingly started by a 
correspondent here that he will be a 
delegate on the H earst slate in the 
Eleventh d istrict to the national con­ 
vention. \H erff is a candidate for del­ 
egate, and it is said that he will be 
elected, but he is an out-and-out P ar­ 
k er man. 
He becam e a candidate be­ 
fore there was any talk of a fight be­ 
tween the H earst and P ark er forces, 
but he has m ade no secret of his pref­ 
ences and the fact that he was unin­ 
tentionally m entioned as a H earst man 
has given his friends an opportunity 
to mak e it very interesting for him. 
It is said that B. F. Louthain of Lo- 
gansport will be the other P ark er dele­ 
gate in the Eleventh district.

The white boy s resented this and Greg­ 
ory drew a revolver and fired into the 
crowd of w hite boy s, sending a bullet 
hrough M artin’s heart.

H. Thom as of Chicago, attack ing civil 
service adm inistration of the treasury 
departm ent.

SAYS HE NEVER 


G. Cleveland Denies That He Dined a 


Negro. 
W ashington, 
April 
13.—The 
race 
q uestion again was injected into the 
proceedings of the house of represent­ 
atives when Mr. Scott of K ansas deliv­ 
ered a long address In which he re­ 
ferred to his previous statem ent that 
it was current in K ansas that ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland had ained C. H. J. Tay ­ 
lor, a K ansas negro politician. 
He 
read several letters from K ansas citi­ 
zens that it had been T ay lor’s boast 
that he had received such social atten­ 
tion from Mr. Cleveland. 
He also said 
that Mr. Cleveland, while governor of 
New York , had signed a bill providing 
for mixed schools. 
In a spirited reply Mr. W illiam s 
(M iss.), the m inority leader, defended 
the attitude of the South tow ard the 
negro and said that discussion of the 
race q uestion by the Republicans was 
an old game by which when the Re­ 
publican party found itself confronted 
with issues that threatened its suprem ­ 
acy it began to wave the bloody shirt. 
At the instance of Mr. B artlett of 
Georgia, a letter from ex-President 
Cleveland was read, deny ing that he 
had ever dined a negro. 
Mr. B artlett 
also declared Judge P ark er of New 
York to be the man whom the Demo­ 
crats will nom inate for president 


JOHN BULL ALERT 


Nicaragua’s Infringement of Treaty to 


Be Look ed Into. 
W ashington, April 13.—Friction, It is 
learned, is again developing between 
Great Britain and N icaragua over the 
Mosq uito coast, which since the early 
60’« has been a m atter of contention 
between the London governm ent and 
the C entral Am erican republic. 
It is 
said that the London authorities once 
more will protest against any violation 
of the Zeledon-W ik e treaty of 18 60 by 
the term s of which her B rittanic m aj­ 
esty agred to recognize the sovereign­ 
ty of the republic of N icaragua over 
the country hitherto occupied or claim ­ 
ed by the Mosq uito Indians, the British 
protectorate over this territory ceased 
and in return the N icaraguan govern­ 
m ent pledged itself to assign the Mos­ 
q uito reservation to the Indians and 
grant them certain rights of local au­ 
tonomy . 
W hile the negotiations for 
a N icaraguan canal were pending dur­ 
ing the last few y ears the British gov­ 
ernm ent was averse to pushing the 
Mosq uito q uestion. 
W ith the ratifica­ 
tion of the Hay -Bunau-Varilla canal 
treaty the London authorities believe 
the tim e auspicious to settle the q ues­ 
tion with N icaragua. 
The sole wish of the B ritish govern­ 
m ent, it is stated, is to bring to a re­ 
alization of the treaty obligation she 
is under to deal with the Mosq uito In­ 
dians with Justice and give to them 
those rights which N icaragua prom ­ 
ised they should at all tim es enjoy .

In every footprint of the fly 
a fter the germs ha d ha d time to de­ 
velop, la rge colonies of typhoid fever 
orga nisms were found.

So poor is the wheat crop in 
some loca lities tha t the yields will not 
be more tha n IO per cent of the nor­ 
ma l. 
Reports from 297 townships out of 
1,015 townships, a nd 87 out of 92 coun­ 
ties, show tha t there is little hope for 
the whea t this yea r. 
Out of 65 coun­
